Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1950. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  there  is  a  slight 
increase  in  the  population  from  6,130  in  1949  to  6,147  in  1950. 

The  birth  rate  (16.2)  is  slightly  lower  than  1949  (17.1),  but 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (15.8). 

The  death  rate  (10.7)  is  slightly  lower  than  1949  (10.9),  and 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.6). 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  from  diseases  associated  with 
elderly  people,  and  the  numbers  in  this  group  are  higher  than  in 
1949. 

It  will  be  noted  under  Section  B  that  a  Diabetic  Health  Visitor 
has  been  appointed. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  Urban  area  is  served  by  Public  water 
supply.  Extension  of  water  supplies  to  new  housing  estates  are 
carried  out  along  with  building  development. 

Approval  has  been  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the 
Forest  Sewerage  extensions  and  extension  of  sewage  disposal  plant. 

During  the  year  47  houses  were  completed,  42  by  the  local 
authority  and  5  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  186  houses 
completed  in  the  post-war  period.  The  total  number  of  applicants 
for  Council  houses  is  275  and  the  number  received  during  the  year 
was  74. 

During  the  year  145  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  were  notified, 
these  included  125  cases  of  Measles  and  one  case  of  acute 
Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis).  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Infectious  diseases. 

Only  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified,  this  is  now  the 
smallest  number  ever  notified. 

The  number  of  those  receiving  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  has  fallen  and  unless  these  numbers  can  be  increased, 
the  proportion  of  un-immunised  children  in  the  population  will 
become  dangerously  high. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones  for  his  valued  assist¬ 
ance  throughout  the  year,  and  to  you,  gentlemen,  for  your  kindness 
and  co-operation.

Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The 
County  Homes  for  the  aged  and  infirmed  people  are  under  the 
County  Council,  but  when  they  take  ill  they  then  become  the 
responsibility  of  the  Hospital  Board. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Adult  School  Hall, 
Shepshed,  under  the  County  Council.  The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is 
held  at  John  Street,  Loughborough,  and  is  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

After  July  4th,  1950,  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
all  ambulance  facilities  in  the  County.  Colliery  accidents  are 
removed  by  Ambulances  provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board 
stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and  Moira  Colliery. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

All  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery  in  the  home  is  carried  out 
under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

This  work  is  provided  for  by  the  County  Council,  and  is  very 
ably  carried  out  in  the  area.  A  Diabetic  Health  Visitor  was 
appointed  in  1950  and  she  attends  the  Diabetic  Clinic  at  the 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  visits  the  patients  in  their  homes.
